IMPORTANT as the Cuban question 
has become, comparatively little is 
known by the masses of readers of the 
“ ever-faithful isle,” now convulsed 
with internicine warfare. The present 
condition of affairs invests everything 
connected with our sea-girt neighbor 
with no little interest, and a few facts 
will not prove unacceptable to the 
reader. Cuba lies at the outlet of the 
Gulf of Mexico. Her greatest length 
is 750 miles, and width 150 miles. The 
area of the island is about 3,681 square 
maritime leagues of 20 to the degree. 
This includes the Isle of Pines, whose 
area is 98 leagues. The principal fea- 
ture of the topography of Cuba is 
a range of broken mountains, ex- 
tending through the center from 
one end to the other. From this back- 
bone the streams flow to the sea on 
either side. Some of the mountains 
are eight thousand feet high. The 
longest Cuban river is the Cuata, which 
empties into the bay of Buena Espe- 
renza on the south side. It is navi- 
gable for schooners fifty miles above 
the mouth. The coast on the west and 
south end is skirted with mountains, 
In several places the margin of the 
island is formed by high hills, but for 
most parts low tracts intervene be- 
tween the central elevations and the 
shore on either side. In the wet season 
these are inundated and rendered 
nearly impassable by the depth of 
water and tenacity of the black mud. 
From Jagua to Point Sabina on the 
south side, the country is a continuous 
swamp for 46 leagues, as is the case to 
considerable extent on the north side. 
The soil of these districts is a rich allu- 
vial mould, The mountins near San- 
tiago de Cuba have been worked for 
ores at different times since theseventh 
century. The ores, principally pyri- 
tons, are in quarts veins in the meta- 
morphie rocks. In 1850 the shipments 
amounted to about 25,000, tons averag- 
ing about sixteen per cent. of metal. 

All the mines were profitable up . 
1854, shares commanding a small pre- 
mium. Other mines less productive 
have been worked near Trinidad and 
elsewhere. Near Villa Clara the cop- 
per ores proved argentiferous, seven 
and@ half ounces being obtained from 
oné hundred and fifty-one and three- 
quarter pounds of ore. Lead, anti- 
mony and chrome have been found 
near Holguin, but never worked. Mag- 
netic oxide of iron isan abundant ore 
of excellent quality, but never worked. 
The early settlers exported gold in 
small quantities, and it has been met 
with in recent times in the deposits of 
the rivers Holguin; Escawbray, ete., 
but not enough to encourage further 
Coal is not a product of | 
the isle, but a highly inflammable sub- 
stance called chapapate, and soimetimes 
bituminous coal is found in masses of 
extraordinary extent.

The 
Havana cedar, much used in the 
United States for the insides of drawers 
and wardrobes, and the material from 
which cigar boxes are made, is abun- 
dant. ‘The forests contain no large ani- 
mals larger than wild dogs. More than 
two hundred species of birds are known 
to the island. The first are of great 
variety and of singularly bright hue. 
The insect genus is numerous, the most 
formidable being the tarantula and 
scorpion. Lying just within the torrid 
zone, Cuba enjoys throughout the year 
a warm climate, which is tempered 
during the summer months by the cool 
northeastern trade winds, which, in- 
deed, blow almost every day in the 
year, from early in the forenoon to 
sunset. The Island is also cooled by 
the rains which prevail from May to 
November. In the clevated districts 
the heat is seldom oppressive, and 
for weeks in summer the mer- 

rarely varies 4° or 5 from 
83°. The difference between the mean 
temperature of the hottest and coldest 
month in Havana is 21.6°, and 14.4° in 
the interior. For three years at Ha- 
vana the range was between 61° and 
86°. In the winter it has been known 
to fall to 50°, and ice has been formed 
at night after three weeks of north 
winds. Fires are not required for 
warmth, and young children are accus- 


tomed to go unclad throughout the 


year. Sometimes, from unacelimation, 
strangers from the north suffer positive 
discomfort from the cold. In the sum- 
mer billious fevers of the yellow fever 
type prevail, but are more particularly 
virulent along the coast than in the in- 
terior. From December to May the 
climate is dry and salubrious. The 
only snow ever known to Cuba fell De- 
cember 24—25, 1856, when the mercury 
in Havana descended to 43°, ice form- 
ing to the thickness of a dollar. Hail 
sometimes falls in February and July. 
Great thunderstorms prevail from June 
to September. Earthquakes seldom 
occur in the western, but are frequent 
in the eastern districts. The popula- 
tion of the island in 1857—the last com- 
patation—was about 1,107,491; whites, 
549,674; free colored and black, 174,810; 
slaves, 374,549. To this add for eman- 
cipados and coolies 10,548. Nearly all 
the native whites are descendants 
of the Peninsular Spanish races. Until 
1801 Spain commercially monop- 
olized the island. The old Span- 
iards hold all the offices and 


wok down on the creoles with 


contempt. J The African race was in- 
troduced to serve as slaves in 1524. Its 
imerease has been less than that of the 
other classes. The annual importations 
by the illicit slave trade are from 10,000 
to 20,000. Productive industry in 
Cuba is mainly devoted to agriculture, 
with direct reference to the exporta- 
tion of the staples. Manufactures are 
of little importance, the people being 
generally disinclined to mechanical 
pursuits. The soil is remarkably fer- 
tile, and production highly remunera- 
tive; yet as late as 1853 only one-nine- 
teenth part was under cultivation. ‘The 
following table shows the distribution 
of the surface, stated in cabellerias (each 
equal to about 33 acres).

The chief products are sugar cane, to- 
bacco, coffee, cotton, fruits and garden 
vegetables. Rice, sago, maize, and 
even cocoa are cultivated on a small 
seale. The Cuban lands are superior 
to those of the other Antilles for pro- 
ducing sugar cane, but there is great 
irregularity in the extent of the culti- 
vation and yield of this staple, depend- 
ing on soil, weather, condition of plant, 
etc. Sugar estates, called ingenios, are 
the largest agricultural establishments 
on theisland. Many produce from 8,000 
to 9,000 boxes of sugar. From 1855 to 
1858 about 750,000,000 pounds of sugar 
were annually exported from Cuba. 
Most of the tobacco is produced in a 
very few districts. The best lands for the 
are near the western extremity of 
Island. Competition of Brazil, 
Java, ete., and duties have materially 
decreased the production of coffee, 
though that grown is of a superior 
quality. Maize produces two crops a 
year, and is grown nearly everywhere. 
According to population, the Cuban 
foreign commerce probably exceeds 
any other country on the globe. The 
valuation of yearly exports since 1850, 
has annually ranged from $27,000,000 
to $32,000,000; imports about the same 
average. Therulein the custom house 
is to understate the former and over- 
state the latter. The tariff discrimina- 
tions are strongly in favor of Spain. 
About one-third of the exports is taken 
by American vessels, and despite all 
restrictions, one-third of the whole 
commerce is with the United States. 
According to United States Treasury 
report, the balance of trade against the 
latter amounted, from 1851 to 1856 in- 
clusive, to about $10,000,000 yearly, and 
in 1657 to over $30,000,000, In 1857 
there were 397 miles of railroads in 
Cuba. The first was opened in 1837, 
and ran from Havana to Bejucal, fif- 
teen miles.

1851, Lopez sailed from New Orleans 
with 500 men. They landed, but were 
soon made prisoners. Loprz was gar- 
roted in Havana, August 16; some of 
his comrades were shot, but the ma- 
jority were pardoned. The disposition 
on the part of the Creole planters to 
throw off the Spanish yoke subsided 
after the failure of Lor Ez. In 1854 
Messrs. BUCHANAN, Mason and 
SouLEe, American Ministers at London, 
Paris and Madrid, held a conference on 
the subject of Cuba at Ostend and Aix-la- 
Chapelle, and drew up a statement of 
their conclusions, popularly known as 
the Ostend Manifesto. They argued 
that the island should belong to the 
United States, and that, in certain con- 
tingencies, it should be acquired by 
force. During the session of 1858-9 it 
was strongly urged in the United 
States Senate to place $30,000,000 in the 
hands of the President with a view to 
the acquisition of the island; but after 
debate the proposition was withdrawn 
by its author, Mr. SLIDELL, of Louisi- 
ana. Since that period the acquisition 
of Cuba by the United States has been 
a popular project, but it is only since 
the formidable revolutionary out- 
breaks already alluded to that any 
serious discussion of the question has 
taken place. It is known that repre- 
sentatives of the Cuban insurrectionists 
are in Washington, in the hope of ob- 
taining recognition of independence; 
and every movement on the surface of 
the “gem of the Antilles” is now 
watched by our politicians with deep 
interest.
